CIVIL RIGHTS. 
COMMENTS OF POLITICIANS, BLACK AND 
WHITE, ON THE DECISION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 16,—[Special. [— 
The suggestion that certain Republicans 
would be likely to use the Civil-Rights decis- 
ion as the basis of a new political issue will 
be verified. There are several Republican 
Congressmen in the city. Almost the sole 
subject discussed by them today has been the 
decision. Every one of them who has been 
called upon says that unquestionably an at- 
tempt will be made to commit the Republic- 
ans as a party toa movementin favor of a 
constitutional amendment which shall em- 
body in it the principles of the void Civil- 
Rights act. Some of these Congressmen re- 
gret the decision of the court. One of 
them says that Senator Edmunds, of Ver- 
mont, is as able a lawyer as there is on the 
Supreme bench, and he, throughout the de- 
bate, found the law constitutional. Others 
are pleased with the decision for the reason 
that, as they putit, it will infuse new life 
into politics, will awaken some old enthusi- 
asm, will make the Republican party once 
more the party of moral ideas, will arouse 
sentiment, and, if in a less degree, will re- 
vive the spirit of the old anti-slavery move- 
ment. If the Congressmen who are here 
fairly represent the average Republican 
opinion, unquestionably the Democrats will 
be compelled to deciae whether or not they 
will favor a constitutional amendment em- 
bodying the features of the Civil-Rights law. 
This probably would not be an issue which 
the Democ would welcome, for, unless 
Republican opinion is much deceived, the 
Democratic party would be compelied to 
— itself in antagonism to such a move- 


Corkhill says that the

Court of the District to ascertain the rights 
of colored people under the Civil-Rights 
act here will be prosecuted notwithstanding 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, as latter does not affirmatively declare 
the operation of the law in the district.

A large crowd, seemingly the whole 
population of Oxford, immediately gathered 
around, and Dehbart, standing up in his buggy, 
read Nelling’s confession, which will be found 
elsewhere. 


INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

Atthe conclusion of the reading there was a 
rush for teams, and in a tew minutes every 
horse in the town was headed for Fowler. At 
1o’clock, when the proceedings at Fowler be- 
gan, the court-house was packed with a rugged, 
stern-faced, sunburntcrowd, almost all of whom 
seemed to be farm laborers. As the prisoner 
was led in from the rear passage a slight mur- 
mur went up, but was instantly checked on the 
command of Coroner Hitze. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE FEIND.

When 
called to plead, Nelling said ne killed her 
but had: no malice or premeditation 
in doing 80. He lost control of himself. He 
thought of it before going up-stairs to the girl's 
room, but bad no premeditadon. “Of course 1 
done it all,“ he added. The prisoner was then 
formally committed for trial at the November 
term of the Benton County Circuit Court. 

PRECAUTIQNS TO PREVENT VIOLENCE.

_ HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

AN ATROCIOUS MURDER. 

The murder of Ada Atkinson, the daughter of 
Cephas Atkinson, a wealthy farmer residing 
near Oxford, Ind., has been the most fiendish 
as well as the most mysterious crime that ever 
blotted the annals of the Hoosier State. 

Monday, Sept. 24, Mr. and Mrs. Atkinson 
drove to the railway station, some miles dis- 
tant, leaving the home ia charge cf tweir two 
daugbters—Lucy, aged 18, and the murdered 
girl Ada, aged 15. After dinner Lucy decided to 
goto Oxford on some business, leaving Ada 
alone. A few minutes past 2 o'clock Ada was 
observed sitting on the gallery in front ot the 
nouse singing. 

A SICKENING SIGHT.

sister stretched on the floor rigid in death, her 
body covered with ghastly wounds and clotted 
gore, the blood having long ceased to flow.

Opening of the New Orleans & North- 


New Ontraxs. La., Oct. 16.—[{Special.]—The 
first train on the Northeastern Railroad came in 
from Meridian, Miss., across the miles of trestle- 
work of Lake Pontchartrain late yesterday. The 
event was celebrated by the firing of a salute 
of thirteen guns by a battery of the Louisiana 
Field Artillery. The New Orieans & Northeast- 
ern, which shortens the distance by rail between 
Meridian and New Orieans to 195 miles, is a part 
of the Cincinnati, New Orieans & Texas Rail- 
way system, and known as the Erlanger syndi- 
cate.

Court. The prohibition of slavery ana in- 
voluntary servitude contained in the thir- 
teenth amendment is universal and sweep- 
ing; it applies to the Malay and Mongolian 
as well as the American negro; it has no 
possible bearing upon citizenship, nor upon 
the political, civil, or social status of any- 
body. The fourteenth amendment confers 
citizenship upon all persons born and nat- 
uralized in the United States, whether they 
be black or white. Beyond this it merely 
provides that no State shall make or 
enforce laws which shall abridge the 
privileges or tmmunities of such citi- 
zens. The power of Congress to carry 
out this provision is limited by the very 
text of the amendment to an attempt 
on the part of the State to violate its terms. 
The law passed by Congress under the title 
of the Civil Rights bill was not aimed at any 
State, nor called out by State effort to violate 
the constitutional amendment; on the con- 
trary, it thrust upon the machinery of the 
United States the responsibility of enforcing 
certain provisions which the Constitution 
explicitly imposes upon the States. When- 
ever any State shall undertake to deny citi- 
zeuship of the United States to any person 
entitled thereto under the Constitution, of ta 
pass laws abridging the privileges and im- 
munities of such citizens, it is clearly the 
right and duty of the United States Govern- 
ment to exact obedience to the Constitution 
‘and compel the State authorities to abandon 
their unconstitutional course. The Supreine 
Court of the United States would undoubt- 
edly set aside any State law conflicting with 
the constitutional amendment in question, 
and violent resistance on the part of the 
State to the decree pf the Supreme Court 
would justify coercion and the vindication of 
the rights and immunities of citizenship by 
the army and navy of the United States if 
necessary. in the absence of State violation 
of the constitutional amendment, however, 
Congress has no authority under the Consti- 
tution to enforce by United States courts or 
by martial power the social privileges of any 
class of citizens, be they black or white. 
When native and naturalized black per- 
sons were made citizens of the United Siates 
upon an equality with white persons with 
the same qualifications, the negroes ceased 
to be wards of the Government. From that 
time on it became the duty of the Govern- 
ment to exact simply that the States refrain 
from all discrimination against the blacks 
on account of their race or color. The negro 
citizen enjoys everywhere the same political 
and civil rights under the law which the 
white citizen enjoys. Any person who inter- 
feres with his rights is subject to the same 
penalties as if he had interfered with the 


or local laws anywhere which decree other- 
wise, or if there are State or local officers 
who refuse to extend to black citizens 
the protection to which ‘they are en- 
titled as citizens, it is the  fune- 


rights of a white citizen. If there are State 


in the hotels, restaurants, slee 


and their rights without any special law for 
their benefit. But no law nor set of laws can 
successfully eradicate social customs and 
prejudices. The negroes ean only hope to 
improve their social condition by availing 
themselves of the equal political, civil, busi- 
ness, and educational facilities which the 
Constitution guarantees to them. 

The law which has been set aside as un- 
constitutional has not led to any Sy 
atres, etc., in the treatment of the blacks; 
hence the ial of its validity will not 
entail any more social discrimination 
against them in the future than has pre 
valled in the past. If a negro be de- 
nied accommodation at a hotel, or be eject- 
ed from a sleeping-car or a seat in the the- 
atre, he has the same remedy at law which a 
white man would have under the same cir- 
cumstances. The Supreme Court holds that 
Congress can give him no superior rights 
and no special protection not enjoyed by the 
white man; but it remains the duty of the 
Government as much as ever bgfore to vin- 


diente his citizenship under the law when 


ever it is assailed op account of his race, 
color, or previous condition. To do more 
than this for the negroes would be to retard 
their progress as citizens and the growth of 
their independence and manhood, 


THEY WANT A MONOPOLY OF MONEY 
The convention of the National bankers 
ef the country which recently met at Louis- 
ville was as high-minded and respectable 
a body of men as any profession or business 
could muster, but their deliberations on the 
currency problem showed distinctly that 
they were not superior to that human weak- 
ness which allows selfish or class interest to 
determine the angle of observation. The 
sum and substance of their views on the 
question of our future currency which the 
contraction of National-bank currency is 
making a pressing one is, that they think 
they should have the exclusive privilege— 
and profit—of providing all the paper cur-. 
reucy the country wants, Only this and 
nothing more. 

The depth and ingenuonsness of the 
„trade“ feeling with which they approached 
this great National issue is neatly exhibited 
in the remark attributed to Mr. Lindenberg- 
er, President of the Merchants’ National 
Bank of Louisville, when his resolutions for 
the funding inte bonds of the legal-tenders 
aud the substitution for them of National- 
bank notes was under discussion. A dele- 
gate proposed to strike out the resolution 
that favored the retirement of the legal- 
tenders. It would be unfortunate,“ Mr. 
Lindenberger said, for it to go before the 
country that the convention was in favor of 
National legal-tender notes.” Precisely; if 
the trade that manufactuted National-bank 
notes did not stand up for them who would? 
If the trade that was most interested in the 
removal of the National legal-tenders failed 
to decry them who would? 
Wnat Mr. Lindenberger and the bankers’ 
convention want is, simply that a monopoly 
of furnishing the country with paper money 
be given to the National banks. As a tender 
to this proposition it was resolyed by the con- 
vention that the greenbacks should be 
funded into 21 per cent bonds, and coinage 
of silver dollars should be checked, if not 
absolutely stopped. Our currency now con- 
sists of legal-tender notes, National-bank 
notes, gold and silver, and their paper certifi- 
cates. The monopoly plan is to reduce all 
this to National-bank notes and gold, The 
coinage of silver is to be got rid of as soon 
as possible. This in its broad features is the 
scheme of the National bankers, and one 
surer to plunge onr finances into anarchy 
could not have been devised. : 

Under this program the United States 
would have a paper currency supported 
when silver was got rid of—on gold alone, 
It is now redeemable in legal-tender notes 
and goldandsilver. Atthesame time that the 
volume of the paper currency would be kept 
nearly equal to what it is now there would 
be a disastrous contraction in the volume of 
the money in which it is reedeemabie. 1 he 
effect of thus narrowing the supply of re- 
demption money*it ought not to be necessary 
to explain to bankers. As long as we were 
ballooning and no one wanted to have a note 
redeemed everything would be all right, but 
how would it be when the Jay Cooke of 1887 
blew up? Then every one would want gold 
atonce. Gold would, as gold always does 
at such times, disappear like water that haa 
been poured on sand. 

Greenbacks are often hoarded now on 
account of their legabtender qualities. What 


| people want and must have, when the slight- 


est shadow falls across the sunny face of the 
speculative booms in which the country in- 
dulge, is legal-tender money. Gold is always 
hearded more closelythan paper. Make gold 
our only Jegal tender, and the tendency to 
hide it away, already credited with the dis- 
appearance of hundreds of millions, would 
be greatly increased. Our currency system, 
except for the contraction which hag begun 
on account of the retirement of the bonds 
held as security for circulation, is now in a 


condition of considerable stability, but if the 


National-bank plan of securing a monopoly 
of all the paper money for themselves by 
funding the legal-tender notes into bonds 
were carried out, our finances would at once 
fall into the greatest instability and danger. 
Every export of gold to Europe to pay for 
adverse trade balances would send a shiver 
through our whole banking and mercantile 
community. We should stand in the tim- 
orous attitude of the English and Continent- 
al bankers who watch tue course of the for- 
eign exchanges with a feverish apprehen- 
sion that the demands of America or some 
other country will snatch away from them 
some of the precious and irreplaceable gold 
on which their whole fabric of trade and in- 
dustry rests. The chances that a panic might 
be begun by accidents like bank or com- 
mercia! failures which would start a run on 
the banks for gold at the same time that it in- 
spired every one who had gold with a crazy 
fear of letting it go out of their hands would 
be ten times greater than now. when we 
have 350 millions of debt-paying legal-tender 
greenbacks in addition to the stock of coin. 
We have not burdened the attention of our 
readers with the details of this wild plan for 
retiring the greenback legal-tender currency 
by issuing in its place National bonds bear- 
ing 214 per cent interest, these bonds to be 
used only for the securing of new National- 
bank currency to be put out in place of the 
legal-tenders. The plan seems to us 80 
fraught with mischief that we do not believe 
It cau stand discussion. The mere statement 
of its general idea, that the legal-tender paper 
money of the Government is to be withdrawn 
to make way for a non-legal-tender paper 
money to be issued exclusively by private 
corporations, is enough to condemn the 
whole thing irrevocably in the public mind. 
But when to this is added the further idea 
embodied in this scheme of making all the 
bank deposits, the enormous volume of bank 
notes, all the debts of merchants, farmers, 
and mortgageors, all railroad bends, and 
every other liability payable only in gold, a 
sweeping popular condemnation of the plan 
has been made absolutely certain. 
It is very much to be regretted that the 
Dankers’.convention did not present some 
well-considered program for meeting the 
emergency of contraction which is fast com- 
ing upon us. By the time they meet again, 
next October, the withdrawal of the National- 
bank currency on account of the retirement

ENGLISH LIQUOR LEGISLATION, 

Mr. Bright's recent speech on temperance 
legislation at Birmingham has led to much 
healthy discussion, which will result no 
doubt in improved license legislation for 
Great Britain. There is no prohibition party 
in that country. The temperance extreme- 
ists do not go beyond demanding such a sys- 
tem of local option as exists in Illinois and 
other States—Sunday closing, and the short- 
ening of the hours of traffic on week days. 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson is the leader of this 
party, which is opposed by Mr. Bright as im- 
praticable for the present, but ithas obtained 
many advantages recently, and has succeed- 
ed in carrying Sunday-closing measures for 
Ireland, Wales, and Scotland, and some of 
the English counties. During the last ses- 
sion of Parliament a majority was obtained 
for a resolution embodying the principle of 
local option. Legislation on this question 
wil) probably be proposed next session. It 
is curious to note in this connection that the 
English tendency is toward the adoption of 
the practical temperance laws of the United 
States, including high rates of license. 

There are now three classes of licenses in 
England: Victualers’ licenses, which per- 
mit the sale of all kinds of spirituous, vin- 
ous, and malt liquors; public-house licenses, 
which permit the sale of wine and beer, cider 
and perry, beer alone, or wine alone; and 
licensés to sell liquor when drank off the 
premises. The total number of licenses of 
all kinds issued last year was 229,997, Of 
these 92,348 were victualer licenses issued in 
England alone, while the number of English 
publie-house licenses was but 34,077. The 
revenue derived from ali kinds was in the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000—a considerable 
falling off from the previous year, which is 
taken by the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue as significant of altered habits“ on 
‘the part of the people. 


The price of licenses varies according to 


the location, the character of the premises, 
and the rental. A beer-license costs but 
$17.50, but cannot be granted unless the 
premises are valued for taxation at exceed- 
ing 800 and are otherwise considered suit- 
able by the police authorities, The lowest 
cost for a vietualer's license is $40, and it 
may be as high as $350. The price again de- 
pends on location and value of premises, 
Those who act with Mr. Bright propose to 
increase the license-fees and to demand that 
the public houses and drinking-places be of 
a better class and better located. ‘They also 
propose to take the power of granting . 
ceuses out of the hands of the magistrates, 
who are now the licensing authorities, and 
give it to the Common Councils and to the 
County Boards when they are created. The 
Bright following, instead of local option, 
would also have the number of saloons limit- 
ed by a vote of the inhabitants or propor- 
tioned to the population. On the ques- 
tion of Sunday closing they are at 
one with Sir Wilfrid Lawson. Al- 
ready Sunday-closing acts are in opera- 
tion in Scotland, Wales, and Ireland, 
and have resulted in great good. The En- 
glish temperance people cannot see any rea- 
son why their benefits should not be extend- 
ed to England. There is also a tendeney to 
early closing. In Scotland, Wales, Ireland, 
and the country districts of Engiand the 
legal closing hour is 10 o’clock. In me En- 
glish metropolitan districts the saloons are 
not shut until 11. Rebates are made in 
licenses to those who agree to close earlier 
than the legal hour. 

There is one respect in which they domuch 
better with regard to the liquor traffic in En- 
gand than in the United States. In the 
former country they enforce the laws—de- 
mand strict observance of them under heavy 
fines and penalties. A second repetition of 
an offense works forfeiture of license. 


parties to whom they rent, for they are ren- 
dered in some degree responsible for viola- 
tions of the law in houses owned by them. 
A very weak point in the English laws is, 
that they do not sufficiently protect boys and 
girls from the wiles of the saloon- 
keeper. The only provision bearing upon 
this point is that which imposes a fine 
of from $5 to $10 on a dealer who sells 
spirituous liquors to a child “apparently 
under 16.” Sir Wilfrid Lawson tried to have 
a provision similar to that of the Lllinois 
Dramshop act enacted a few years ago, but 
it failed. He hopes for better luck another 
time. 

The best thing the English temperance 
people could do would be totry to obtain 
laws on this question similar to those in this 
State, They would be certain to be rigidly 
enforced, and would most certainly result in 


HESING’S BOLT. 

Mr. Anton C. Hesing is on the war-path 

again against the Republicans. He invaded 
a meeting of the Central Republican Club of 
Cook County, which was held at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel Monday evening, with the 
avowed purpose pf forcing that organization 
te eliminate from its constitution a declara- 
tion in favor of the enforcement of the laws. 
Failing to accomplish his design, he de- 
nounced both the Republican Club and the 
Republican party with all the emphasis and 
vigor which are characteristic of the man, 
and threatened to take away the entire Ger- 
man vote of Chicago and deliver it with him- 
self over to the Democrats. 
Mr. Hesing’s conduct on this occasion ex- 
ceeded in arrogance any of his previous ap- 
pearances in public meetings. He did not 
even pretend to be a member of the club 
Which he sought to buildoze; indeed, he 
boasted outright that he was not a member 
and never would be. What political right 
or rule of courtesy entitied him,. then, 
to appear in person ata meeting of 
the club in an attempt to dictate its 
rules or policy? But the impertinence 
of the proceeding does not stop at this point. 
Having assumed to interfere and dictate, he 
demanded that the club should withdraw its 
declaration in favor of an enforcement of the 
laws, and, as a consequence, commit itseif 
openly against their enforcement! 

So far as the Central Club represents the 
Republicans of the city and county it would 
have been suicidal to accede to Mr. Hesing’s 
demand; no organization which declares 
against the enforcement of the laws can 
claim the respect or support of the men who 
have been in the habit of Voting with the 
Republican party. It may be, however, that 
it was precisely this result which Mr. Hes- 
ing sought to bring about. 

What laws, if anyin particular, Mr. Hes- 
ing does not want enforced he failed to 
state. His remarks, for the most part, 
might have been directed against the en- 
forcement of the laws against gambling and 
housebreaking. It is supposed by some of 
his friends—~and so he himself says—that he 
had the old State statutes against dram- 
shops selling liquor Sunday in his mind. 
But there was no provocation for bringing 
that bugbear before the club or the 
public. There is no municipal ordi- 
nance requiring the closing of beer saloons 
Sunday; that issue was fought out years ago 
and settled to the satisfaction of the Germans. 
The old State Sunday law, passed many 
years ago by a' Democratic Lexislature, has 

always been inoperative in incorporated 
cities having their own ordinances on liquor- 
selling. It Mr. Hesing intended to drag in

Certainly the conceded quiescence of public 
sentiment on this subject would not warrant 
the Republican party or any conspicuous or-

When the Resolutions Committee of the

forcement of the laws they were undoubted- 
ly thinking of the nullification of the so- 
called Harper bill” by the Mayor and the 
Council, and the nop-enforeement of the 
laws and ordinances against gambling, pros- 
titution, dago-dens, and other forms of vice 
and crime protected by the Democratic City 
Government. At least the public so under- 
stood the resolution. 

There is a strong likelihood that Mr, Hes- 
ing’smind was dweiling more on the High- 
License law than it was on the Sunday ord!- 
nances. If it was his purpose to commit the 
Republicans against the enforcement of that 
law the rebuke he received at the hands of 
the Central Club was altogether too mild. 
That is a law which existing conditions 
would warrant the club in singling out from 
among other laws as an object of special 
vigilance, It is a law which all the political 
and social forces should unite in enforeing. 
It is a law against which Mr, Hesing will ap- 
apply himself in vain. If it was his inten- 
tion to secure from the Central Republican 
Club, or from any other organization within 
the Republican party, a declaration against 
theHigh-License law, by implication or other- 
wise, he has made up a false estimate of the 
leaning and force ot public opinion in this 
community and in this State, and the defeat 
he met at the Grand Pacific Monday evening 
was only a forerunner of a much more seri- 
ous defeat before the people whatever shape 
the opposition to the License law may take. 

Mr. Hesing concluded his raid on the Cen- 
tral Club by a retreat, and announced his in- 
tention of going over to the Mike McDonald 
Democrats with his policy of non-enforce- 
ment of the laws. The charge was freely 


made that he had come there merely as an 


emissary of the Dago Democrais and in order 
to create dissension. If so his return to the 
Democrats was natural in order to report 
progress. Be this as it may, the Democratic 
party is weleome to Mr, Hesing or anybody 
else who makes non-enforeement of the laws 
an essential condition of his allegiance, Mr. 
Hesing may find sympathy in his opposition 
to the enforcement of the laws among gam- 
biers, dago-shops, and the criminal classes, 
but we doubt whether he will succeed in 
persuading any political party or the Ger- 
man-Ameriean citizens as a class to adopt 
that lawless policy, 


THERE is hardly a question that the bark 
of the land-naturalization party in England 
is much worse than its bite. The recent vote 
of the Trades-Union Congress, which by 
tour to one refused to pass a resolution in 
favor of George's communistie confiseatory 
plan, shows that hia doctrines have not taken 
the root that was supposed from the sale of 


his book and the excited talk that flowed | 


from its cireulation. The fact is, that the 
land question which exists in England, and is 
a tolerably intense one, isa question not of 
obliterating titles but of transferring them. 
Public opinion in that eountry is fast tak- 
ing on the irrevocable resolution that 
it is not goed for a people, either 
socially, industrially, politically, or in 
any other way, to have their land 
held in great blocks by men who can say by 
virtue of their position whether the soil 
which must supply food shall! or shall not be 
tilled. If the English people can change 
that system by heavy payments to the present 
owners, they will still purchase cheaply 
enough the inestimable benefits that will 
flow from the reform. Mr. Frederic Harri- 
son, who has the perfect confidence of the 
workingmen of England, prints in a recent 
number of the Pall Mall Gazette one of the 
strongest articles against George’s scheme 
of nationalization of the land that has 
yet appeared. He points out to the work- 
ingmen that for them to commit themselves 
to any decision on the question in the ab- 
sence of the rural laborers whom it really most 
deeply concerns would be as unfair as for 
the country plowmen and shepherds to meet 
on Salisbury Plain and vote for the national- 
ization of all the looms, presses, and cabs of 
the towns. Another point he makes is, that 
if the workingmen declare for nationaliza- 
tion of the land they commit themselves to a 
policy directly in conflict with all that has 
been accomplished by their trades-unions. 
These organizations, which have practically 
transformed the condition of artisan 
labor in a single generation, have 
proceeded on the theory of meeting 
capital on its own ground and con- 
trolling it. The new idea of nationalization 
means that they must seize capital and work 
it themselves. They must burn tne whole 
record of their past success and enter on a 
new policy with new leaders and new doc- 
trines. It is,“ he says, a mere question 
of time how long they wait till from na- 
tionalization of land they pass to the nation- 
alization of looms, steam-engines, hammers, 
and indeed why not of beds, jackets, and 
breeches?” In other words, the national- 


ization of the land is being pressed by a band 


of men who declare not only for the confisca- 
tion of land but of personal capital as well. 
—
